Gearing Up 


For Holiday 


By United Press International 
The closing of the work day today 
meant the beginning of summer’s last 
fling for millions of Americans — a 
weekend of clam bakes, beach par­ 
ties, picnics, backyard barbeques and 
billions of miles of driving. 
Police departm ents across the 
country geared up today to handle the 
holiday throngs of motorists. 
National Safety Council President 
Vincent Tofany estimates motorists 
will travel about 13.1 billion miles 
during the long holiday weekend, 
which begins at 6 p.m. local time 
today and ends at midnight Monday 
night. 
He also estimates that 360 to 460 
persons could be killed — a death toll 
of 4.2 per IOO million miles traveled — 
and another 15,000 to 18,000 disabled in 
traffic mishaps during the 78-hour 
holiday fling. 
Tofany said 407 persons died in 
traffic accidents during the Labor 
Day holiday last year, when motorists 
traveled some 12.6 billion miles — a 
half billion miles less than expected 
for this weekend. 
“This increased mileage for the 
holiday means increased exposure to 
danger for the country’s motorists 
and to their passengers,” Tofany 
warned. 
Police braced for the holiday on­ 
slaught and patrols were beefed up in 
many states. 
New Jersey State Police expect to 
keep an eye on some 1.54 million 
vehicles on the New Jersey Turnpike 
during the weekend and officials 
asked troopers and toll collectors to 
* watch out for “drinking, erratic and 
fatigued drivers.” 
Bob Holetz, deputy director of the 
Iowa Department of Public Safety, 
said six airplanes will be scanning the 
state’s highways from “sunrise to 
sunset.” 
“There will be no crackdown (on 
motorists) as such, but we will try to 
be where the action is. We will be 
looking for drinking drivers because 
there seems to be a lot more out 
during holidays,” Holetz said.

Taxes Are ‘Big Ticket’ Item 


Collin Families Pay Over $5000 In Taxes 


Where does the money go"’ How 
much are Collin County families 
spending these days, and for what? 
Now that the recession is a thing of 
the past and the rate of inflation is 
somewhat lower than it was, local 
residents are in a better ‘ spending 
mood than they have been for some 
time. 


Their incomes are higher than ever, 
their savings are substantial and their 
debts are less than usual 
In budgeting themselves, however, 
before they can determine how much 
they have available for discretionary 
spending they have to provide for 
their basic costs for food, clothing, 
taxes and shelter 
Record Sums Spent 
For Improvements 


According to a recent study by the 
Tax Foundation, a non profit research 
organization, taxes are by far the 
biggest item in most household 
budgets 
In fact, its figures show, it is not 
until the average worker has been on 
the job for four full months of the year 
that he makes enough to pay his many 
Federal, state and local taxes. 
Applied to Collin County and to the 
level of earnings in the area, it means 
that about one-third of any average 
fam ily's annual income, or ap­ 
proximately $5,030, is going for taxes 
Related to the eight-hour workday, 
the overall findings are that taxes 
take all the money the average 
worker earns during the first two 
hours and 39 minutes 
As for the rest of the eight-hour day, 
one hour and 32 minutes on the job is 


to pay for housing and household 
operations, one hour and five minutes 
for food and beverages, 39 minutes for 
transportation costs, 29 minutes for 
clothing and 25 minutes for medical 
and dental expenses 


The remaining one hour and ll 
minutes is available for other pur 
poses, such as luxury 
spending, 
savings, education, person care and 
recreation 


As a whole, it appears that the 
average Collin County family 
is 
devoting five hours and 45 minutes of 
each working day. or 72 percent of it, 
to meeting its bills for taxes, food, 
clothing and shelter 
On an annual basis, related to 
average family income locally, it 
means that some $10,970 a year is 
going for these basic necessities 


Collin County residents are going in 
for home improvements in a big way 
these days. 


They are putting a record amount of 
money into alterations, additions and 
general revamping of their proper­ 
ties, a government survey shows. 
In the past year, it is estimated, 
local home owners spent some 
$12,169,000 on such improvements, 
considerably more than in 1974. 


The findings are based upon a 
nationwide sam pling survey of 
residential properties, conducted by 
the Department of Commerce. 


In Collin County’s regional area, the 
average expenditure for upkeep and 
improvement cam e to $402 per 
housing unit, according to the figures. 
It compares with $360 the year before 
and with $459 throughout the country 
as a whole. These outlays are ex­ 
clusive of the normal expenses for 
home operations. 


Some families spent much more 
than the local average and some spent 
much less. For those who went in for 
major improvements, the outlay was 
considerably greater. Others, who 
may have done a big renovating job a 


year or two before, spent smaller 
amounts in the past year. 
The extent to which the moder­ 
nization trend has boomed in the last 
few years is indicated by the national 
figures, which show that $25.2 billion 
was so-spent in the past year, as 
against $21.1 billion in 1974 and $18.5 
billion in 1973. 
In part, the rise was due to the in­ 
creased cost of labor and materials.

afford

There followed a her­ 
culean, three-hour struggle 
between a 6-year-old snake 
called Toby and a half dozen 
firemen, several policemen, 
Root, Sweet, Sweet’s family, 
a university zoologist and 
scores of amused spectators 
at the downtown station. 
Toby’s 
predicament 
started Sunday when Sweet 
left him on the dashboard of 
the car during a baseball 
game Apparently not liking 
the perch. Toby slithered 
onto the floor and cleverly 
wrapped himself around the 
paraphernalia under the 
dash 
From then on he 
wouldn’t budge. 
Monday next morning 
Sweet and Root decided it 
was a job for the law.

The yellow, 
black and beige snake bit 
him on the finger When Root 
went to a hospital for a 
tetanus shot, emergency 
room personnel refused to

Toby finally responded to 
familiar voices 
“ My mother-in-law got 
him most of the way out,” 
Sweet said. “ I got the 
remaining couple of feet out 
by rubbing him and kind of 
talking to him. 


“ He was pretty stunned 
with all the mace and CO-2, 
and Ron pulled a couple of 
Toby’s teeth out when he 
jerked his hand out of his 
mouth.”

Plant 
residues conserve moisture, 
increase infiltration, reduce 
soil losses and improve soil 
conditions, according to Dan 
Yan ta with the Soil Con­ 
servation 
Service 
in

Residues aid in conserving 
moisture and increasing 
infiltration by acting as a 
mat to protect the soil from 
the force that

The residues

Eighty years ago the first hush lima beans like these cost 75 
cents for just four beans. Today, you can buy these same beans 
costing 25 times less than they did 80 years ago. 


first introduced HO years ago. it 
sold at a packet price of 75 
cents for four beans. W hat's 
more, it was a sell-out success. 
The grower sold all he had, 
Today — 80 years later — 
you can buy the same kind of 
beans at a cost of 35 corns for 
50 beans. I hat's about 25 times 
cheaper today than they were 
80 years ago. How many other 
products today could make the 
same kind of claim? 
Bush lima beans are a w orth­ 
while crop for home gardens, 
since the heaps are extrp large, 
meaty, ami tne kind to eat as 
“butter beans.” Limas should 
be planted well after danger of 
frost in a fertile soil preferably 
during a warm dry spell since 
the beans will rot if cold and 
wet conditions persist. They re­ 
quire a longer growing season * 
than 
regular green beans — 
about 75 days. Pole limas take 
about two weeks longer. 
When 
freshly 
cooked 
they 
have a whitish green tint and 
make a delicious meal. Also, 
the pods can be left to dry and 
stored for use during winter as 
“butter beans.” 


Planting should 
be 
in full 
sun with no shade in any part 
of ihe day. To get a good stand, 
the seeds can be sown close to­ 
gether — 3 inches apart — but 
thinned to 9 ins. apart, with 
two feet between rows. 


D u rin g dry 
p e rio d s 
they 
should be watered heavily, and 
in order to conserve moisture in 
the soil some form of mulch — 
such as straw or grass clippings 
is helpful. 
Pole limas need much more 
room — and are capable of 
reaching 
unbelievable 
heights 
— as much as 50 feet. H ow ­ 
ever, 
IO ft. 
poles

fashion are normally adequate, 
setting six to eight seeds around 
each pole. 
It s quite an experience to sit 
down to your first meal of bush 
lima beans and to realize that 
if you had been a gardener 80 
years ago, each bean was worth 
nearly 20 cents, and a m ou th ­ 
ful could well represent $1.00. 
In this world of ram pant infla­ 
tion. it is some comfort to rea­ 
lize what a bargain seeds really 
are.

Silk lamp shades 
can be washed 


Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY - Do you know of a good way to clean 
silk lamp shades0 The silk is not split, but mine are all 
very dusty and the folds of silk used as a finish are dirty 
from handling. — MRS F 
DEAR MRS. F. — Silk or rayon lamp shades should be 
dusted regularly with a soft brush or the soft brush at­ 
tachment on your vacuum. Such shades can be dry 
cleaned and even washed IF they are not glued, but are 
sewed to the frame. Be sure any trimmings, such as 
your folds, are colorfast and sewn on. When washed the 
job must be done quickly — both the washing and the 
drying. Dip up and down in a deep tub with mild, 
lukewarm soap suds and brush any spots with a soft 
brush. Rinse the same way in clear lukewarm water. Do 
not dry in the sun but in a warm or breezy spot so it is 
done quickly. Do remember to first inspect carefully to 
be sure no parts are glued, or vou will be in real trouble.
